Mark 14 Year Falls 


In the chuck wagon races, a 
mark of 14 years fell, 68 and 
3-5 seconds being the new 
mark set by Ron Glass driving 
the Johnny Phelan outfit from 
Red Deer. That ends all dis- 
pute over the 1940 mark of 
Tom Lauder of 69 3-5 seconds, 
for Phelan’s Saturday night 
race in 68 and 3-5 was entirely 
free of penalties. Then there 
was the surprisingly fast De- 
corating job by Harry Dodging 
Horse of Sarcee 1.7 seconds. 

Some of the many records 
may stand for years, others, 
like the week’s attendance 
and the one-day record, set on 
the Friday of 94,017, may be 
broken by another year. But 
the 1953 marks came the hard 
way., for it seemed there were 
fewer non-Alberta car licenses 
in view than in former years.

It was broad- 
cast almost by the minute over 
local, national and even the In- 
ternational yadio services, opened 
by a famed Calgarian, Nat Christie, 
closed by a famed Canadian, Prime 
Minister Louis St. Laurent, and as 
usual, drew all of the top cowboys, 
livestock and performers from the 
entire continent. 


Livestock Display Largest, shot 
Uniform 


The glamor and color of the week 
centered on .the spectacular chuck 
wagon races and Stampede events, 
but crowds as well watched the judg- 
ing of the fine livestock display, 
largest and most uniform ever shown. 

In the only International competi- 
tion honors were evenly divided. Ed 
Hunter of Airdrie had the Hereford 
Grand Champion Bull, with the Re- 
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serve going to Freeman and Graves 
of Pulaski, Tenn. Then the Bear Claw 
Ranch’ of Dayton, Wyo., had the 
Grand Champion Hereford Female, 
with Reserve Junior, the only Female 
ribbon not taken by Bear Claw, be- 
ing won by T. Hughes of High River. 
Reserve Champion Senior and Junior 
Hereford Bulls were shown by Warren 
Smith of Olds and Bear Claw. For the 
Shorthorns, Tommy Hamilton of In- 
nisfail had both the Grand Champion 
Bull and Female, In the Aberdeen- 
Angus, Albert Murphy of Altario 
Alberta had the Grand Champion 
Bull, W. L. McGillivray of Coaldale

World Farmers’ Union Proposes Check 
on Boom and Bust” Cycle in Prices

ROME Italy. — Securing of 
more stability in prices of farm 
products, through a series of 
international commodity 
agreements, is proposed in the 
two-point program adopted by 


the international Federation 
of Agricultural Producers, 
meeting here in June, to 


moderate the “boom-and-bust” 
cycle of international trade in 
farm products. 


Distribution of surpluses 
through an internationally 
financed agency, forms the 


second part of the program, 
while the use of buffer stocks 
to strengthen such schemes, 
where suitable, is commended. 


Decisions of World Conference 


As already reported in The Western 
Farm Leader, wheat growers, hog 
producers, cattlemen, rice growers, 
and many others, from about : 30 
_countries attended the IFAP Meeting 

held at the headquarters of the Food 
and Agriculture Organization. 

The conference: 


1. Elected Allan Kline of the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation, as 
president of IFAP. He succeeds Pierre 
Martin, a French winegrower; 

2. Named Roger Savary as IFAP 
secretary general. He had been Acting 
Secretary General; 

3. Urged a reduction of trade re- 
strictions; 

4. Urged establishment of an in- 
ternational authority on commodities 
with sufficient power to initiate and 
stimulate serious international con- 
sultation on a commodity basis; 

5. Urged establishment of a world 
food reserve under the joint auspices 
of FAO, the International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Development; and 
the Secretariat of the United Nations; 


Favor Wheat Agreement 


6. Recommended signing of the new 
International Wheat Agreement by 
all governments which were parties to 
the present agreement, including the 
United Kingdom, which has not yet 
signed; 

7. Hoped that a commodity agree- 
ment for sugar would be formed at 
‘' the International Sugar Conference 
being held in London in July; 

8. Suggested IFAP convene inter- 
national commodity meetings to con- 
sider market possibilities and demand 
and supply; 

9, Admitted three new organizations 
to membership: two farm groups 
from Italy and one from Yugoslavia; 

10. Agreed that the next IFAP con- 
ference would be held in 1954, 


Conditions for World Food Reserve 


In urging establishment of a world 
food reserve, IFAP said, ‘More atten- 
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tion than in the past should be paid 
to ‘practical ways of reconciling the 
operations of such ‘a world food re- 
serve with the regular international 
commodity trade, with existing and 
proposed international individual com- 
modity agreements, and with the 
price support and commodity storing 
operations in member governments’”’. 

On the question of an international 
authority on commodities, the con- 
ference deplore the lack of success in 


equipping an international authority. 


with enough power to. stimulate 
serious international consultation on 
a commodity basis, The conference 
states that neither the FAO Com- 
mittee on Commodity Problems, nor 
the United Nations Interim Co- 
ordinating Committee on _  Interna- 
tional Commodity Arrangements have 
been given that power, 
Officers Named 

In electing Mr. Kline as IFAP presi- 
dent, the delegates named the other 
following officers: G. J, Rossouw of 
South Africa, first vice president; 
Count van Lynden van Sandenburg 
of the Netherlands, second vice presi- 
dent; and A, Hermes of Germany, 
third vice president. 

Canadian delegates were H. H. Han- 
nam, Ottawa, president of the Cana- 
dian Federation of Agriculture; C. A. 
Milligan, Napanee, president of the 
Ontario Federation; W. J. Ball, Re- 
gina, president of the Saskatchewan 
Federation; K. M. Betzner, Waterloo. 
Dr, Hannam, a former I.F.A.P, presi- 
dent has been asked to continue to 
serve on its executive committee for 
another term,

CHECK ON “BOOM AND BUST” 
Lord Boyd-Orr made an effort at the close 
of the war to persuade the principal govern- 


ments of the world to endow the Food and- 


Agriculture Organization (FAO) of the Unit- 
ed Nations with wide powers to deal with 


agricultural surpluses, in the interests alike of— 


producers and consumers — in the interests 
of countries whose output exceeds their needs 
and of countries which suffer from deficiency. 

The efforts proved in large measure un- 
successful. me 

The International Federation of Agricul- 
tural Producers, however,-has not been con- 
tent to let the matter rest. In successive con- 
ferences the ideas which the distinguished 
Scottish authority on nutrition put forward 
have been put forward anew, in one form or 
in another. A plan submitted by the Cana- 
dian Federation of Agriculture has formed the 
basis of IFAP policy, 

Last month again, at the conference in 
Rome, the international organization of the 
farm people adopted a two-point program to 
bring the greatest measure of stability pos- 
sible into the price level of farm products. 
The conference urged the adoption of inter- 
national commodity agreements and the dis- 
tribution of surpluses through an internation- 
ally financed agency. The use of buffer stocks 
to strengthen such undertakings is proposed. 

It may take time to win the support of 
governments for these policies. The hope of 
eventually winning it lies largely with the 
farm people themselves.

CANADA’S CONTRIBUTION TO FOREIGN AID 
(Ottawa Citizen) 


News reports have it that “United States officials” 
at Washington, and some Senators, think Canada is 
not pulling its weight as an ally. Many Canadians 
would probably agree that this nation could do more 
for the defence and economic development of other 
countries. But Senator Richard B. Russell carries the 
criticism a little too far when he doubts that on the 


“basis of wealth and population Canada is contributing 


as much foreign aid as the United States. 


Such comparisons are notoriously difficult to make, 
since many factors have to be considered. But American 
“officials” can be taken up readily when they rest their 
case on the $6,100,000,000 which they say the United 
States will spend this year for military, economic, and 
technical aid to 47 countries; They complain that this 
sum is about 19 times the Canadian equivalent. If so, 
it is not much out of line, on the basis of an American 
productivity that is something like 18 times Canada’s. 


Canada expects to spend at least $360,000,000 this 
year on mutual aid under NATO and the Colombo 
Plan. Using the ratio of 1 to 19, it has an edge in the 
comparison, for the American equivalent would be 
$6,840,000,000. : 

And throughout the post-war period, the compari- 
son is not unfavorable tao Canada.: Washington reports 
place U.S. foreign aid grants and credits at nearly $34 
billions net, from mid-1945 to March 31, 1952 The 
Canadian figure is $2.3 billions. It included loans to 
Britain ($1,185,000,000) and other countries (more than 
$500,000,000); NATO mutual aid ($325,000,000); the first 
Colombo Plan appropriation ($25,000,000); wheat for 
Greece ($855,000); grants for Korean rehabilitation 
($7,300,000),, and the United Nations Childrens’ Fund 
($7,800,000); grants for other UN special projects like 
technical assistance and the relief of refugees in Europe 
and Palestine. 

On a population basis, Canada’s $2.3 billions would 
be equivalent to $25.3 billions of U.S. foreign aid. But 
disparities in the economic strength of the two countries 
make this comparison unfair. On the basis of gross 
national product, Canada’s $2.3 billions were equivalent 
to an American contribution of about $36.8 billions, 
or $41.4 billions on the basis of productivity. 
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Grain Abundance Is 
Cause Over-finishing of 
Hogs, Says Manager 


Striking Figures Given by 
Winkelaar—Quality, Finish, 
Weight Need Attention

position appears’ to 

make it essential that 
hog quality, finish and weight 
receive close attention in order 
to keep our product in a com- 
petitive position,’ George 
Winkelaar, general manager 
of the Alberta Livestock Co- 
operative, reported to the dele- 
gates to the annual meeting of 
the organization in Edmonton 
last week. 

Less Desirable Product- 

“An abundance of grains,” stated 
Mr. Winkelaar, “has tended to the 
over-finishing of hogs. This, combined 
with a depreciation of quality in 
breeding stock, is reflected in the pro- 
duction of a less desirable product. 

“In the year 1941, Alberta hogs pro- 
duced 30.4 of “A” grade carcasses. 
During 1952 only 23.1 per cent were 
graded as “A”, In the meantime, 
United States hog producers are be- 
coming conscious of the necessity of 
producing ‘meat type’ hogs, having 
experienced that the lard hog does 
not now fill trade requirements, 

“It is interesting to note that the 
type of carcass required for ex- 
port to: Great Britain is now in 
favor on the North American con- 
tinent ... 

_Economically Unsound 

“It is economically unsound to pro- 
duce excessive animal fats in view 
of their low prices and difficulty in 
disposition, At time of making this 
report, carload lots of prime steam 


lard derived from a 31 cent hog car- 


cass sold at around 9 cents per pound. 
Edible tallow is now sold in very small 
quantities, Inedible tallow has been 
slow to move at prices around 2 
cents per pound, and at this price 
labor and handling costs leave very 
little incentive towards ‘saving the 
product. Livestock values are directly 
affected through by-product prices. 
Fats constitute a noticeable per- 
centage of these by-products.”

A.L.C. ANNUAL MEETING

During the last fiscal year, the Ed- 
* monton sales of the A. L, C. totalled 
30,762 cattle and calves, 7,529 sheep 
and 200,908 hogs; while the corres- 
ponding figures for Calgary were 56,- 
617 cattle and calves, sheep 8,021, 

and hogs 171,348. 

The directors’ report pointed out 
that while the year has proved suc- 
cessful, and the results excellent, “the 
large earnings are in some measure 
a reflection of the small surplus 
earned last year.” 

Should Seek Re-Entry to Britain 


Expressing appreciation of the ac- 
tion of the federal government in 
continuing floor prices during the 
difficult situation prior to the open- 
ing of the southern market to Cana- 
dian livestock, the board set forth 
that it is “still of the opinion that 
continuous effort should be made to- 
wards effecting a re-entry to the 
British market for Canadian pork and 
pork products, 

‘It has been gratifying to note,” 
Mr, Winkelaar told the meeting, “that 
nearly all the associations affiliated 
with the A. L, C. have shown an in- 
crease in their handlings.” As in most 
instances (in hogs especially) the 
percentage gain was larger than the 
percentage gain for the province as 
a whole, it was a sound inference that 
the sales made for the associations 
were fully competitive, 


THE WESTERN 
Heads NATO Force 
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Effective next month, France’s 
Marshal Alphonse-Pierre Juin, seen 
above, will assume the post of com- 
mander-in-chief of all Allied forces 
in central Europe, as announced by 
retiring NATO Supreme Commander 
General Mathew Ridgway.

Expect Continued Liberal Marketings 


“There is every indication,” stated 
Mr, Winkelaar, “that the coming year 
will see a continuance of liberal 
marketings of livestock in Alberta. 
Our cattle population is at a high 
figure, hog production is again on the 
increase, Very little change is expect- 
ed in the marketings of sheep and 
lambs; these continue to be produced 
in comparatively negligible propor- 
tions, ° 

Pointing out that our price struc- 
ture is affected by the availability of 
U.S. markets, and that we are in a 
surplus position, the general manager 
said that even a slight surplus must 
be disposed of in the most suitable 
deficiency area, this direttly affecting - 
prices of all production, 

Our own domestic market is best, 
he pointed out but, the safeguarding 
of channels to other outlets is im- 
portant, 


Steer and Heifer Requirements 


“For some considerable time”, said 
Mr, Winkelaar, “heavy cattle could 
be absorbed by the trade only in 
small numbers, Heavy steers are con- 
sistently discounted as compared with 
those of butcher weights, while heavy, 
over fat cows are frequently sold at 
prices comparable to canner and cut- 
ter cows due to their undesirability 
for the meat trade, Roughly, steer and 
heifer requirements centre on those 
weighing 800 to 1050 lbs, alive and 
on grades ranging from commercial 
to ‘red.’ 


Commends Support Board Policy 

Mr. Winkelaar commended the 
Agricultural Prices Support Board, 
which has certain quantities of frozen 
beef, and has been selling it gradual- 
ly, for not embarrassing the current 
market position through the indis- 
criminate offering of this beef for: 
sale, Canned pork it is moving con- 
sistently through regular’ trade 
channels, 

Mr. Winkelaar said that U.S. feed- 
ers who were dependent for their sup- 
plies on Mexican cattle may come to 
Canada for some of their requirements 
(since the recurrence of foot-and- 
mouth disease in Mexico), but warn- 
ed that as results of feeding cattle 
have been extremely unprofitable for 
the past two seasons, prospective

SLOGAN FOR TODAY: “Test and Weigh and Keep the Cows That Pay” 


“No Sign of Recession ” but Care Needed 


“In our opinion there is no sign of a recession, but eco- 
nomic conditions seem to indicate that we should be careful,” 
said Ellis A. Johnstone, General Manager of the Central Al- 
berta Dairy Pool, in the course of a balanced appraisal of 
economic trends in Canada with which he concluded his report 
to the annual meeting of delegates in Red Deer. 


Examines Pool Operations 


Mr. Johnstone’s broad survey of Canada-wide tendencies, 
in relation, especially, to agriculture, followed a detailed ex- 


amination of the Pool’s own business affairs. 


He submitted 


figures showing the Pool’s production in the various lines it 
handles in relationship to provincial and, in various cases, to 
total national production. He described the condition of plant 
properties, and the requirements for plant repairs and main- 


tenance. 
Deals With Plant Units 
The general manager dealt 


with other factors affecting the 
welfare of the organization and 


the efficient operation of its- 


units. His report, which was 
followed by discussion, served, 
with that of President James 
A. Wood given in our last 
issue, to enable the delegates 
to return to their own sub- 
districts well equipped to pass 
on to members of the Pool 
valuable information on the 
operation of the very large en- 
terprise they have brought into 
being and own and control. 
Delegates showed in unmistak- 
able fashion their appreciation 
of the report. 


Economic Trends in Canada 


In discussing economic trends in 
Canada as a whole, Mr. Johnstone 
said that while in the Maritimes there 
is now some unemployment, which is 
“a bit more than a seasonal condi- 
tion, elsewhere in Canada our dollar 


seems to be buying less than it did 
even a year ago and of course with 
the farmer there has been a fairly 
sharp decline in some of his returns. 

“Against these declines, there is a 
strong push that comes from a high 
level of spending, for ordinary ser- 
vices, for new industry, and for the 
development of the present ones. As 
yet the push from the latter is greater 
than are the decreases caused by the 
former, 

Need for Prudence 


“Notwithstanding this, we think it 
would be prudent for us — and pru- 
dent for other businesses, too — to 
confine spending for the time being 
to necessities, and to lay aside tenta- 
tive plans in respect to anything that 
isn’t required now, or that will not 
be required at an early date.” 

It was at this point that Mr, John- 
stone expressed the opinion, quoted at 
the head of this report, that’*‘‘there 
is no sign of a recession,” but that 
economic conditions show the need 
for the exercise of care, 

Of the soundness of a policy of 
keeping the plants of the organiza- 
tion at a point of high efficiency, in- 
curring such costs as might be neces- 
sary, the General Manager had no 
doubt,

Is Sound Expenditure 

“We note,” he said, “that in 1951 
we spent $116,040.80 keeping our 
plants up to proper condition, and in 
1952 we were just about a thousand 
dollars under that, the figures stand- 
ing at $115,022.58, Repairs and main- 
tenance these days are very expen- 
sive. However, it has been conclusive- 
ly proven, in our opinion, that it does 
pay to keep the plants in good con- 
dition, and ‘therefore, until our board 
changes its position in that respect 
we are anticipating that this yearly 
figure will remain at this fairly high 
level.” 

Dealing with the financial position 
of the Pool, Mr, Johnstone said: “A 
year ago we were able to announce 
that our organization was never in 
better shape financially, and that 
it was our aim to- maintain 
that favorable condition and improve 
it gradually over the next few years. 
We were able to make some small 
improvements in 1952, and of course 
as we’ grow we should grow in 
strength as wel] as in size. The board’s 
policy on finahces.remains as I have 
stated. 


Increase Purchases Nine Times 


The general manager explained to 
the delegates three charts which 
indicated the changes- which have 
taken place in the organization in 
some of its features from the years 
1940-41 to 1952-53. Among other 
changes indicated was the multiplica- 
tion by nine, in the period covered, 
in the total yearly purchases’ from 
shippers made by the Pool; while 
average inventories, which in 1940-41 
ranged from some $120,000 to $250,000 
in round figures, exceeded a million 
dollars at the peak period in 1952-53. 


Floor Price Policy Established 


Of the floor price policy of the 
federal government, which has an 
important bearing on farmers’ posi- 
tion and on the health of the dairy 
industry in particular, and therefore 
concerns every member of the Pool, 
Mr, Johnstone said: “The government 
has an end-of-the-season floor price 
on eggs and on cheese and a floor 


price on a two-year period for butter.’ 


As we.interpret government thinking, 
floor prices or end-of-season prices on 
these products are now more or less 
instituted as part of government 
policy, and we would not think, 
whether there be a change of govern- 
ment or not, that there Would be any 
material difference on this item.” 


While there is considerable varia- 
tion in the stock position in Canada 
among the various products which are 
handled by the Central Alberta Dairy 
Pool, the general manager said that 
on the whole the stock position is, not 
unfavorable, : 

On June Ist, 1953, stocks of creamery 
butter in Canada totalled 37,000,000 
lbs., while last year at the same time 
they were 26,000,000 lbs., and the 
five-year average is 22,000,000 Ibs. 
Cheese stocks’ were 29,000,000 as 
compared with 28,000,000 pounds last 
year, Concentrated milk products 


totalled 39,000,000 lbs, as compared 


with 36,000,000 last year, 

Eggs stocks are down considerably, 
the total on June 1st of this year be- 
ing 216,000 cases in cold storage in 
Canada, as compared with 392,000 a 
year ago, These figures concern eggs 
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ELLIS A. JOHNSTONE 


in cold storage in cases and in the 
shell. Of frozen eggs there were 
4,000,000 lbs, the figure last year be- 
ing 9,000,000 lbs, Poultry stocks in all 
Canada were 8,000,000 lbs. as com- 
pared with 19,000,000 at the cor- 
responding date in 1952. 


Production and Consumption Trends 


- In general, said Mr. Johnstone, 
the trend in production of butterfat 
for churning purposes is up, as is 
the trend in milk butterfat for other 
uses. The trend in eggs ‘is down 
and so is poultry. On the other 
hand, Canada has more people than 
she had a year ago, and “while we 
are not consuming more on a per 
capita basis, our total disappearance 
is higher.” 

Mr. Johnstone remarked, in discuss- | 
ing the effect of stock in prices (hav- 
ing in mind marketing methods, 
which are affected considerably by | 
government policy) that “the way | 
butter is handled when it is around is | 
more important that the amount) 
around.”

We record with deep regret the 
death of Douglas Henry Smith, one of 
the most widely known figures in the 
farmers’ co-operative movement in 
Alberta, His death occurred in Calgary 
on Tuesday of last week, July 7th. 

Mr, Smith (above) who since 1951 
had been in charge of the farm sup- 
plies department of the United Farm- 
ers of Alberta Co-operative, was born 
in Brandon, In 1912 he moved to 
Cereal, Alberta, where he took up 
land, building up a large farm and 
meeting with success, in spite of the 
difficult years when there were 
frequent crop failures, and when low 
prices for farm products prevailed, 

. Early Pool Contract Signer 

Taking an early interest in the farm 

movement, Mr. Smith became active 
in the United Farmers of Alberta. He 
was one of the earliest contract 
signers of the Alberta Wheat Pool, for 
the organization of which he was a 
vigorous campaigner.

Your Freezer: No food becomes bet- 
ter with more time in the freezer: 
quality leaves gradually. Some foods 
however, can be_ successfully held 
longer than others. Bread and cookies, 
states one American authority, will 
doubtless be good throughout the 
year, but it isn’t advisable to leave 
them so long. Pies, left-over meats, 
cakes, casserole dishes, are best used 
within two months, Beef, lamb and 
mutton will be good for eight to ten 
months, Pork is best within six 
months, Ground meat, if unsalted and 
packed firmly, is good for four or 
more months, Poultry is best the first 
four or six months of storage, Fish 
is best during the first two months. 
Cured meats should have _ shorter 
storage period. Eggs, butter and soft 
cheese are best in the first three 
months. Most fruits and vegetables 
maintain quality for about eight 
months or more, Unsweetened fruits 
lose quality faster than sweetened 
ones,

Find Pressure ‘Cooker Best 


LETHBRIDGE, Alta. — While fruits, 
being acid in nature, .are readily 
sterilized in boiling water in an open 
kettle, vegetables (except tomatoes) 
are low in acid, adding to the diffi- 
culty of sterilization, states George 
Strachan, of the Lethbridge Experi- 
mental Station. Moreover, vegetables 
tend to become contaminated with 
soil-borne bacteria, some of which 
can’t be washed off.

FARM UNIONS ENDORSE. 
LIVESTOCK MARKETING 
COMPREHENSIVE PLAN 


A 21-point blueprint for a compre- 
hensive livestock marketing organiza- 
tion was endorsed by the Interpro- 
vincial Farm Union Conference in 
Calgary this week, and referred to 
the Locals for study and appropriate 
action, It envisaged starting with 
three Provinces, as a minimum area; 
‘and extending operations to include 
handling of poultry and eggs (by a 
separate board or branch) when pro- 
ducers indicated a desire for it. 

The plan calls for control of market- 
ing of all cattle, sheep and hogs, by 
the producers themselves through a 
board with a-suggested membership 
of six — two from each Province, 


Method of Finance 

With reference to finance, it is sug- 
gested that “forward floor prices be 
financed through Agricultural Prices 
Support Act for export’; that there 
be “parity price on home market”; 
that initial and interim or final pay- 
ment be made on livestock delivered,

The Alberta Jacific 
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The Wheat Situation 


By L, D. NESBITT, 
Superintendent of Publicity 
Alberta Wheat Pool 


Crop prospects in the Prairie Prov- 
inces at the present time are very 
good, The main trouble is the late- 
ness of the growing season, This 
crop looks anywhere from one to two 
weeks late, and it will take an open 
fall, frost-free, in order to bring it to 
maturity, A frost during late August 
would be disastrous, 

Indications are that the Canadian 
wheat carry-over will be large. At 
the end of July in 1952, the carry- 
over was 213,000,000 bushels, It is 
likely to be at least a hundred mil- 
lion bushels more this year, even if 
exports should reach close to 400,000,- 
000 bushels. This would suggest that 
country and terminal elevator space 
will be limited, and marketing quotas 
at the beginning of the harvest sea- 
son will be small. 


Most Ominous Situation 


The most ominous situation in re- 
gard to wheat marketing is the huge 
surplus in the United States, That 
country will have at least a billion 
bushels of surplus’ wheat. That 
volume would be sufficient to supply 
all the needs of importing countries. 
It would be enough to supply the 
domestic requirements of the United 
States for two years, 


Without an international wheat 
agreement, the situation might be 
serious, It wheat were not held in 


strong hands in the U.S., Australia 
and Canada, a price collapse might 
well occur, 

During the war years, exporting 
nations carried large surpluses of 
wheat. These supplies were needed 
after the war, 4 

A series of super crop years have 
been experienced of late in Canada 
and the U.S. It is hardly likely that 
there will be a repetition of the same 
for the years ahead. The supplies 
of wheat now being carried could 
well come in handily if shortages 
develop in the future. 

It would_appear to be’a sensible 
policy for nations with surplus food 
to carry the same for years of short- 
ages, which are bound to develop in 
the future, 
by grain companies should be re- 
turned to the grower by putting them 
in the final Wheat Board payment, 

Charles A, Asplund, past manager 
of Lethbridge Central Feeders’ Asso- 
ciation, said marketing boards should 
be producer controHed; but that in 
international ‘trade, due to tariffs and 
other trade barriers, the sympathetic 
help of senior governments was 
needed. 

Various Resolutions 

The conference urged that domestic 
prices of farm products should be 
placed on a par with the prices of 
industrial goods that enter into, the 
cost of production, It was proposed 
that floor prices should be provided 
for livestock and poultry; young far- 
mers should be assisted in becoming 
established under a government 
stabilization fund at low interest 
rates, mE

ever advantageous to producer,” with 
legislation to provide for resale of 
bartered goods where necessary, 

An aggressive sales policy by the 
board is called for, with exploration 
of every possibility for new markets. 
New methods of processing and pack- 
aging should also be studied, The 
board should “really market our live- 
stock and livestock products,” and not 
merely act as wholesale drovers. 

Before being implemented, it is pro- 
vided that the scheme should be ap- 
proved by majority vote of registered 
producers, Provincial Governments, it 
is proposed, should assist financially 
in the original organization campaign.

telegrams from various séctions shows 
the provinces present quite a varied 
picture. 

The crop development over the 
greater part of the prairies, although 
still quite uneven, has improved con- 
siderably in the part few days, Early 
seeded crops are beginning to head 
in most parts of Alberta and Mani- 
toba and in some sections of Saskat- 
chewan, but much of the crop is still 
considered to be from ten days to 
three weeks late, and there is of 
course the danger that the delay in 
maturing _may lay the late sown 
crop, or a considerable portion of it, 
open to attacks of rust and frost. 

The Prairie Provinces 

In Manitoba the stand and maturity 
of crops are very variable, with crops 
heavy on light, well drained soil; and 
heading of cereal crops is pretty 
general in Manitoba, particularly in 
the Southern section. 

In Saskatchewan, there is need of 
warm weather to hasten growth, as 
only about 40 per cent of the wheat 
is in shot blade, 

Warmer weather has improved con- 
ditions in the provfnce of Alberta: 
The report refers to the loss that has 
been sustained in southern sections 
of all three provinces through hail- 
storms, The damp weather has, how- 
ever, kept damage from insects at a 
low level.

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Model of Satellite 
“to Circle Earth” 


Expressing his conception of the 
kind of satellite that might be built 
to “circle the earth” is this model 
by Dr, I. M. Leavitt, internationally 
known astronomer and director of the 
Fels planetarium in Philadelphia, Pa. 
He has named it “Mimi, the Moon 
Rocket.” Dr, Leavitt estimates that 
the cost of building such a satellite, 
to move in an orbit round the earth, 
at a distance of about 150 miles at 
17,300 miles per hour, would be about 
$7,000,000. He says the U.S. must 
take world leadership by starting on 
the project at once, claiming that it 
would benefit both science and the 
armed forces.

Unions Deal With 
Relations Between 
Farmers and Labor 


Farmer-Labor relations were dealt 
with in a resolution passed after the 
conference had heard a report from 
a special sub-committee on the sub- 
ject, 

An impression had been created, 
stated the resolution, that labor or- 
ganizations ‘would vigorously oppose 
price increases of farm commodities” 
whereas actually ‘‘various labor lead-, 
ers have proven favorable to farm 
union views for parity prices” and it 
was urged that delegations from Farm 
Unions should meet with labor leaders 
wherever possible to determine the 
consensus of opinion of labor on 
major farm union proposals, 


Stress Interdependence 


The interdependence of farmers and 
labor was stressed in the committee’s 
report. Where differences had arisen 
in the past, procedures had not been 
available for joint consultation be- 
tween farmer and labor. With sin- 
cere acceptance of the fundamental 
fact of joint interests outweighing 
and transcending comparatively _ tri- 
vial differences, the’ committee -ex- 
pressed the belief that joint discus- 


sions and regular consultation could | 


pretty well take care of remaining 
differences, 


Suggest Joint Committees 


The committee suggested 
creation of joint farmer-labor com- 
mittees stipulating that before action 
by such committees, a unanimous 
vote be required, Agreement was ex- 
pressed on the “principle of fair wages 
and working conditions’ and “fair 
prices to farmers.” 

The sub-committee was composed 
of members of the executive of the 
Interprovincial Farm Union Council, 
and officers of the B.C. Federation 
of Labor (C.C.L.), Industrial Federa- 
tion of Labor of Alberta (C.C.L.), 
Saskatchewan Federation of Labor 
(C.C.L.), and the Grain Handlers’

— A satisfac- 
tory cutworm bait, states Entomolo- 
gist H, McDonald, of the Federal In- 


. sect Laboratory here, is made of 1 


gallon of bran, 2 tablespoons Paris 
Green, and water to moisten, about 
1% to 2 pints, These quantities are 
enough for 400 square yards of gar- 
den, The bait should be scattered 
thinly, just before dark, on a warm 
evening, if possible soon after a rain
